For sev- 
eral days Sitting Hull has been actively 
engaged in securing aid in his endeavor tu 
defeat the signing of the treaty and has 
sent runners all over the reservation to 
iirgu tho chiefs and braves to attend the 
|)i>w-wow. In the absence of Chief .lohn 
( irass. Sitting Bull assumed to be leader 
am) vviirH R uiorv iU.... uanull^r f.,..,^...- 

paint on his face. tITo crafty old savage 
still feels ugly over the fact that 
Chief John (jraas and not he was 
Kent to Washington, and liu is more 
than ever determined to defeat the object 
of the coiuniigsioners' visit. He opened 
tho proceedings yesterday with an address 
which eviduntly had been carofully studied, 
in which he urged the'liidians not to sign 
the treaty, and hinted ab treachery on tho 
pari of Chief Grass. At the close of his 
a[)eei;h lio was greolud with troiuendous 
applause. 

Hlick Thunder then said: "Brothers, 
I feel as in days gone by, when wo were 
on the eve of a terrible light. The vory 
air is filled with deadly calm that foretells 
a day of plunder and carnage; but that 
day haa gone honco. We have buried the 
hatchet, and when it Hindi have been un- 
earthed wo will be resting in the arms of 
I ; real Spirit. These men they call com- 
missioners come hero with paper for us to 
sign. If we do so it takes .our land from 
us. No sensible Indian will sign it. I 
have spoken. 1 shall not sign." 

Thu Indiana listened breatlileaaly to Black 
Tliinidor, and at his abrupt conclusion ho 
waa rccoivod with doafening olieera of eii- 
eounigenient. When tho applause had 
abated sutbciontly young White Cloud, a 
graceful, handsome yonng Sioux, ascended 
a little knoll of ground used as the 
speaker's stand, mid said: "1 have listened 
lo the lalka of uur old lendora. Sitting Bull 
and HIack Tli under. They are o])posed 
to llie treaty. They speak too hastily 
mid rashly. Their words aliould be care- 
fully weighed before leaving their tongues. 
They know not what they say. Tho 
l.roaly is for our benetit, and 1, for one, 
ahull sign." A dead calm followed thu 
deliaiit utterances of the young brave. 
Nol a move was made or sound heard 
iiiiioiig thai mass of red blankets. The still- 
ness waa getting apprehensive, when Sill- 
ing Hull slowly emerged from the crowd of 
painted warriors. Ho carefully and nia- 
Joatically wrapped the fold.i of his red 
blanket about his form, and with a wave 
of his right ami made a tiigii. lo hia fnl- 
lowors. Then, as one man, the entire 
horde ai'ose and dashed f/i ;/i((.s.ie tow aids 
the young Indian wlio dared to brave 
Lheir wrath by uttering what he belioved 
was right.

Slic- 
cultuit auile lible whelk blaiichett, through 
l.jiiH ciillivatiou." 

One variety ot cnltlvatod celery, tho 
eelerloc, is raised only fur the root or base 
■ji^^jwCjihlJ leaves, which becomes a white 
■ "■Sf8j||^'ljulb. This Is more commonly 
cal1|ayturnlp-rooted celery, and ililt'ers 
more ''widely than the other from wild 
celery. 

'J'he larger plant, also called smellage, 
is kill to celery and liotauically is u spe- 
cies of the parsley.— Good Housekeeping.

Harry .-U- 
i;ar went luuth on the .steamer IbLseowit/., 
with a crew lo bring tlu; schooner down, 
and on his arriv;il at Fort Simjisoii, he 
learned that tho missing captain had 
reached there in safety.
